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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Goals  that  the  Assessors  Office  set  for  1994  were  achieved.  The  certifications  of 
the  towns  values  were  certified  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  (DOR)  on  Dec.  7th,  1994. 

At  this  time  we  were  able  to  start  our  rate  setting  process.  The  tax  rate  for  fiscal  1995 
was  approved  on  Dec.  22,  1994.  Tax  Bills  are  scheduled  to  be  mailed  Jan.  23,  1995. 

For  those  who  needed  to  pay  their  taxes  for  a  deduction  on  their  income  tax  for  1994, 
we  at  this  office  gave  hand  written  statements.  I  want  to  apologize  for  the  delay  in  sending 
out  the  1995  Real  Estate  Tax  Bills.  There  was  a  great  deal  more  work  to  do  then  first 
realized.  The  transition  of  data  from  the  old  company  M.M.C.  To  our  own  system  was 
tedious  and  at  the  same  time  we  had  a  certification  to  contend  with.  That  has  ended  and  we 
will  not  see  that  again.  Next  year  bills  should  be  out  on  time. 

Positive  results  that  were  accomplished  were,  printing  of  our  own  bills,  generating  our 
own  property  cards  and  various  other  runs  that  were  previously  done  by  vendors. 

I  can't  express  enough  thanks  to  our  secretary  Marge  for  all  the  time  she  devoted  to  this 
task.  Also  to  Brenda  Herbeck  and  her  staff  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  co-operation  extended 
towards  the  effort  of  being  self-sufficient.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

This  is  the  thirtieth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year  1994,  this  Board 
conducted  twelve  (12)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-laws  were  sought 
by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases,  nine  were  approved  and  3  were 
either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variance  to  the  Zoning  By-laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  members  find  due 
hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a 
variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  provided  some 
means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there  are  bound 
to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost  all 
beneficial  use  of  his  land.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the 
BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


1994  has  come  to  an  end.  This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Sewer  Commissioners.  In 
the  March  election,  Richard  F.  Simmons  was  re-elected  to  the  board  for  another  three  year 
term;  the  board  congratulates  him  on  his  reelection. 

The  Board  meets  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  of  the  month.  If  you  would  like  to  meet 
with  the  board  we  ask  that  you  call  our  office  and  make  an  appointment  to  be  on  our 
agenda. 

In  October,  the  board  voted  on  the  January  and  July,  1995  sewer  rates.  The  rates  are  the 
same  as  for  the  year  1992.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  rates  will  be  staying  the  same  and/or 
reduced  for  the  1996.  This  will  depend  upon  what  the  city  of  Taunton  will  be  doing  at  their 
Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  of  which  we  share  a  small  percentage  of  the  cost.  The  E.P.  A. 
has  ordered  the  city  of  Taunton  to  comply  with  the  Clean  Water  Act.  Eventually,  according 
to  City  Officials,  the  plant  will  be  upgraded  at  a  possible  cost  of  10  million  dollars.  But  we 
will  try  to  work  at  keeping  your  sewer  rates  as  low  as  possible. 

The  1995  Sewer  rates  are  as  follows:

If  any  resident  has  questions  about  their  sewer  bills,  please  feel  free  to  attend  one  of  the 
Sewer  Commissioners'  meetings.  Bills  are  mailed  out  in  January  and  July. 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  purchased  a  new  billing  program.  Our  previous 
sewer  billing  program  was  not  only  outdated  but  we  had  severe  program  breakdowns  (or 
"corruptions"  in  computer  language!)  All  bills  should  be  out  by  February.  The  lateness  of 
the  billing  has  to  do  with  installation  of  equipment  and  a  "server"  program  to  allow  us  to 
interface  with  the  Town  Clerk/Collector's  computer.  With  our  new  program,  we  will  now 
be  able  to  keep  track  of  your  sewer  billing  and  payments  for  a  period  of  five  years.  This  will 
allow  the  Sewer  Department  to  keep  track  of  collections  for  those  sewer  residents  who  call 
this  office  regarding  previous  billings. 
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We  also  hired  Dighton  resident,  Janine  Bonenfant,  to  help  in  the  office  and  at  billing 
time.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 

CONTROL  PROJECT 

On  June  30,  1994  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty-five 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breed¬ 
ing  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of 
control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during 
the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in 
areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins 
and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and 
number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is 
also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed.  • 
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Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drain¬ 
age  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  con¬ 
ditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formula¬ 
tions  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage 
rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

During  the  spring  of  1994  water  levels  were  about  average  in  most  wetland  areas.  The 
areas  that  border  large  swamps,  that  hold  sufficient  water  for  mosquito  breeding  even  in  a 
dry  season,  seemed  to  have  large  populations  of  spring  brood  mosquitos.  Calls  for  service 
were  very  high  in  these  areas  during  the  end  of  May  and  throughout  most  of  June. 

By  mid-July  calls  for  service  were  much  lighter  as  most  adult  mosquitos  had  been 
knocked  down  due  to  our  spraying  program.  During  late  summer  most  areas  of  the  county 
seemed  to  be  relatively  free  of  mosquitos. 

The  1994  mosquito  season  marked  the  first  time  since  1981  that  there  were  no  EE 
isolates  found  during  the  surveillance  period. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of  known 
infested  areas  for  a  total  of  2,668.2  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  49  catch  basins  that  were  found  to  be 
breeding  were  treated. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  1 ,900  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches 
and  2,200  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

20  Moorings  Registered  in  1994  (2  less  than  1993).  TYC  did  provide  listings  of  Mem¬ 
bers  but  did  not  give  Reg.#/Mooring  locations.  SYC  reported  occupied  registered  Moor¬ 
ings  after  a  citation  was  issued.  SYC  still  not  stabilized  with  DEP  on  Mooring  fields. 
Shaw’s  “Slips”  are  full  &4  confirmed  Storm  Moorings  in  operation-now  have  Yearly  Per¬ 
mits  for  Moorings. 

If  a  list  of  Reg.#’s/  name  and  tele#  is  provided,  it  would  be  easy  to  find  owner  without 
calling  Boston  Registry  people  if  or  when  a  boat  breaks  loose  and  flounders  on  shore.  A 
copy  may  be  given  to  Police  Department. 

Various  problems  encountered  in  1994  from  refusals  to  register  thru  contact  with  non- 
registered  boats,  as  well  as  explanations  of  local  boat  taxes,  Mooring  violations,  etc.  Eel 
trappers  are  rarely  using  our  portion  of  the  river  without  notification  to  Town.  Very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  police  this  activity  without  pulling  pots  or  constant  surveillance  but  not  as  much  as 
years  past. 

ICI  advised  that  they  intend  to  pull  the  pipe  in  the  river  when  they  move  out,  but  have 
not.  They  do  replace  the  marker,  however,  when  ice  takes  it  away. 

Formally  asked  that  all  Moorings  be  checked  each  year  by  Yacht  Clubs  as  well  as 
explained  to  all  Y.  CTMarinas  that  waste  oil  must  be  accounted  for.  Placement  of  Private 
Aids  to  Nav.  Markers  on  the  Dighton  portion  (No.  of  SHAWS)  of  the  River  are  still  holding 
up.  Looks  good! 

Our  new/renewed  applications.  Moorings  are  required  to  be  marked  with  registration 
number  so  that  no  problems  as  to  true  ownership  will  reoccur.  So  far  this  has  worked  out. 

No  up-to-date  Registration  or  Doc.  Boat-No  Mooring.  Can’t  have  a  mooring  without  a 
boat. 

Still  “No”  shell  fishing  in  river.  No  permit  transferred  except  to  immediate  family. 

NOTE:  White  with  Blue  Stripe  Markers  are  required  by  Coast  Guard.

Changes  continue  in  Dighton.  The  demolition  of  the  Zeneca  plant  was  started  with  the 
removal  of  usable  manufacturing  units  to  other  Zeneca  plants.  Zeneca  completed  the  slow 
150  year  growth  of  chemical  manufacture  in  dighton  from  Anchor  Color  and  Gum  to  Arnold 
Hoffman,  to  ICI  to  Zeneca. 

The  U.S.  Postal  System  started  consolidation  of  postal  services  in  Dighton  with  the 
building  of  a  new  post  office  building  and  the  proposed  moving  of  the  North  Dighton  Post 
Office  to  this  building. 

The  churches  St.  Peter  and  Dighton  Community  church  completed  their  building  pro¬ 
grams.  Dighton  Community  church  sold  its  parish  hall,  Smith  Memorial  Hall  to  St.  Peters 
Church  for  a  Youth  Center  and  then  proceeded  to  build  the  same  size  hall,  Friendship  Hall 
adjacent  to  its  church. 

The  Historical  Commission  needs  a  museum  space  and  meeting  place.  Valuable  his¬ 
torical  items  are  stored  at  homes  of  members  as  there  is  no  safe  place  to  keep  them.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  D1GHTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


We  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Dighton  Public  Library  for  1994  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  Dighton. 

The  year  of  1994  has  been  a  very  busy  one  at  the  Dighton  Public  Library.  Ann  Rust, 
library  director,  and  Donna  Terrien,  assistant  librarian,  have  worked  very  hard  to  prepare 
the  holdings  of  the  library  for  automation.  The  Dighton  Public  Library  began  using  the 
Automated  Bristol  Library  Exchange  in  December.  The  months  of  training  and  preparation 
would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  help  of  Natalie  MacDonald  from  the  Bristol 
Elders  Service  and  the  volunteers  who  helped  enter  the  holdings  into  the  database.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  patrons  have  already  received  their  ABLE  library  cards.  Anyone  inter¬ 
ested  in  using  the  automated  exchange  may  register  for  their  ABLE  card  at  the  library.  This 
automated  network  will  enable  patrons  of  the  Dighton  library  to  access  materials  at  24 
other  libraries  in  the  region. 

In  June,  1994,  the  library  staff  completed  the  purchases  of  new  reference  materials, 
non-fiction  materials  and  CD-ROMs  through  the  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construc¬ 
tion  Grant.  These  new  materials  helped  to  update  the  reference  collection  and  the  non¬ 
fiction  collections  for  adults  and  children. 

January  1994  began  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  establishment  of  the  Dighton 
Public  Library.  The  Centennial  Committee  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  worked  hard  to 
bring  monthly  events  to  the  citizens  of  the  town.  The  first  events  planned  had  to  be  can¬ 
celled  due  to  snowy  weather.  March  Madness  was  the  first  event  held  and  was  enjoyed  by 
all  who  attended.  Other  Centennial  events  included  an  open  House,  Strawberry  Festival, 
old  -Fashioned  Band  Concert,  Oktoberfest,  Quilt  display  and  a  Christmas  Reading.  Cen¬ 
tennial  Calendars  were  also  sold  to  commemorate  the  year. 

A  Building  Needs  Committee  was  formed  in  January  to  identify  the  needs  of  the  build¬ 
ing  and  to  assess  handicapped  accessibility.  This  committee  meet  monthly  throughout  the 
year  and  determined  that  the  building  needed  to  be  renovated  and  added  to  in  order  to 
provide  adequate  services  to  all  patrons.  A  building  program  was  written  and  a  feasibility 
study  completed  to  determine  the  possibility  of  an  addition  to  the  existing  building.  This 
committee  will  continue  to  work  and  develop  appropriate  plans  to  complete  an  expansion 
project  to  meet  the  library  needs  of  the  town  for  the  next  twenty  years.  Citizens  who  are 
interested  in  this  project  are  encouraged  to  join  this  active  group  by  calling  the  library  for 
further  information. 

Story  hour  for  preschoolers  continues  to  be  led  by  interested  parents.  Without  these 
parents,  this  enjoyable  program  would  not  be  as  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  three  and 
four  year  old  library  users. 

Library  hours  have  been  arranged  to  be  more  consistent  on  a  daily  basis.  The  library  is 
open  on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays:  12  to  8  P.M.;  Thursdays  and  Fridays:  12  to  6  P.M.;  and 
Saturdays:  9  to  1  P.  M..  The  outreach  program  at  Lincoln  Village  is  held  once  a  month.  The 
library  presently  has  14,000  books,  64  records,  30  audio-cassettes,  80  video  cassettes,  3 
compact  discs  and  75  periodical  subscriptions.  The  library  has  registered  100  new  patrons 
for  a  total  of  1000  registered  patrons.  Daily  circulation  continues  to  increase. 
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The  Friends  of  the  Dighton  Public  Library  continue  to  support  the  library  and  its  many 
events.  The  Friends  invite  new  members  to  their  monthly  meetings  held  on  the  first  Tues¬ 
day  of  each  month  at  the  library.  This  group  has  an  important  role  in  the  future  of  the  library 
and  provides  programs  and  materials  to  supplement  existing  library  roles. 

The  library  trustees  meet  every  third  Tuesday  of  the  month  and  all  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public. 

The  staff  and  trustees  sincerely  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Friends,  the  Building  Needs 
Committee  members  and  the  volunteers  who  have  donated  their  time  to  the  library.  All 
donations  made  to  the  library  in  various  forms  of  time,  materials  and  funds  enable  the 
trustees  to  strive  to  meet  the  mission  of  the  library,  which  is  to  provide  all  residents  with  a 
wide  variety  of  popular  and  reference  materials,  resources  and  services  which  facilitate 
their  day-to-day  lives  and  extends  their  personal  and  intellectual  development.  All  of  these 
generous  donations  are  deeply  appreciated.

The  Chief  attended  in  service  classes  for  chiefs  at  the  M.  C.J  T.  C.  in  Plymouth,  as  well 
as  a  number  of  seminars  and  conferences  conducted  through  out  the  State.  That  provided 
him  with  the  information  needed  to  provide  our  community  with  it’s  needs  and  the  means 
to  attain  them.  All  of  our  officers  received  in-service  training  at  the  M.C  J.  T.C.  at  Foxboro 
and  Intoxilyzer  operator.  And  the  use  of  O.C.  Pepper  Mace  here  in  Dighton.  Our  depart- 
ament  investigator  and  day  shift  supervisor  Sergeant  Gary  Sanson  received  training  in  su¬ 
pervisor  basic,  advanced  fingerprinting  techniques,  and  domestic  violence.  Our,  depart¬ 
ment  scheduler  and  evening  shift  supervisor  Sergeant  Robert  MacDonald  received  training 
in  supervisor  basic  and,  domestic  violence.  Our  department  training  officer  and  morning 
shift  supervisor  Sergeant  Michael  Rose  received  training  in  supervisor  basic,  armorer,  ad¬ 
vanced  fingerprinting  techniques  O.C.  Pepper  instructor,  and  Baton  instructor,. 
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Patrolman  Edward  Dutra  and  Charles  Brown  were  added  to  the  department  upon  their 
successful  completion  of  police  officer  basic  at  the  M.C .J.T.C.  in  Canton,  MA,  and  gradu¬ 
ated  in  the  top  percentile  of  the  class  of  52  candidates.  They  have  become  an  asset  to  the 
department. 

Patrolman  Douglas  Roy  received  training  in  advanced  finger  printing  techniques.  He 
was  also  the  departments  recipient  of  the  MADD  award  issued  to  members  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  who  are  most  active  in  operating  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  enforcement  and 
awareness.  Most  all  officers  are  and  made  the  selection  very  difficult. 

We  have  been  successful  in  receiving  grants  that  we  had  applied  for, along  with  a  1986 
Blazer  we  received  from  the  military  through  the  State’s  Northstar  program.  This  vehicle 
had  less  than  17,000  miles  of  use  We  were  able  to  equip  it  for  service  with  donations  of 
time  and  money  and  spare  parts  we  had  .  This  vehicle  has  turned  out  to  be  an  essential  part 
of  our  fleet, because  we  had  to  withdraw  our  special  article  for  a  new  cruiser  due  to  our 
financial  climate.  The  other  grants  we  received  provided  the  funding  for  our  D.A.R.E. 
program  as  well  as  other  awareness  programs  we  presented  to  our  citizens  and  students, 
and  a  community  policing  grant.  We  have  recently  received  word  that  we  have  been  awarded 
funding  to  continue  these  vital  programs.  We  have  also  been  able  to  computerize  the  de¬ 
partment,  which  means  less  time  the  officers  spend  in  the  station  and  more  time  they  spend 
on  patrols  by  decreasing  the  time  our  officers  spend  on  paper  work. 

The  infrastructure  problems  at  the  Berkley  Bridge  has  taxed  the  department  by  requir¬ 
ing  additional  enforcement  of  overweight  vehicles.  And  was  instrumental  in  it  staying  open 
as  long  as  it  did.  The  implementation  of  E911  here  in  Dighton  at  the  Police  department  has 
consumed  a  lot  of  our  time  and  effort.  It  has  involved  coordinating  by  myself  Sergeant 
Michael  Rose  and  Head  dispatcher  Deborah  Gagnon  with  NYNEX,  State  and  local  offi¬ 
cials.  We  anticipate  going  on  line  during  the  month  of  February  1995.  Our  D.A.R.E.  pro¬ 
gram  began  in  January  of  1994  being  presented  to  our  5th  grade  students  with  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  Patrolman  Pat  Brophy  the  Easton  P.D.  DARE  officer,  because  we  did  not  have  a 
DARE  trained  officer.  Patrolman  Edward  Dutra  was  assigned  our  DARE  officer  and  at¬ 
tended  a  course  of  instruction,  that  involved  two  weeks  of  intensive  training  prior  to  being 
certified  as  a  DARE  officer.  Our  D.A.R.E  program  for  this  fiscal  year  was  kicked  off  at 
Dighton's  kiddies  day,  with  a  number  of  members  from  the  department  volunteering  their 
time  along  with  the  DARE  officer  Patrolman  Robert  Ford  form  the  Foxboro  Police  depart¬ 
ment  and  also  a  resident  in  Town  along  with  their  DARE  vehicle.  In  the  fall  of  this  year  the 
continuation  DARE  program  began  with  a  new  group  of  5th  grade  students.  This  program 
is  an  18  week  course  presented  by  a  police  off  cer  dealing  with  ways  the  students  can  use  to 
resist  drugs,  alcohol  and  tobacco  and  is  funded  with  tobacco  tax  grants.  We  have  also  pro¬ 
vided  and  participated  in  the  Red  Ribbon  parade  ,and  a  visit  to  the  Elementary  and  Middle 
School  from  the  MA  State  Police  Airwing  the  troopers  presented  a  demonstration  with 
their  helicopter.  And  we  have  continued  to  provide  our  schools  with  School  bus  evacuation 
drills.  The  communications  department  was  merged  into  the  police  department  organiza¬ 
tionally  during  this  year.  And  a  number  of  individual  tasks  were  combined  in  an  effort  to 
save  on  expenditures.  We  are  presently  in  the  process  of  training  all  of  our  dispatchers  the 
Enhanced  911  procedure.  As  we  approach  the  21  first  century  we  have  been  experiencing 
an  increase  in  violent  crimes  by  younger  offenders  and  a  sub  culture  movement  of  youth 
gangs  in  our  adjacent  Cities  and  Towns.  I  make  mention  of  this  here  to  request  your  support 
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to  aid  us  in  fighting  crime.  For  without  a  joint  effort  from  all  of  use  we  may  never  be  able  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  enforcement  and  crime  and  it’s  control.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to 
call  your  police  department  to  report  anything  you  may  believe  to  be  surreptitious  in  nature 
or  out  of  the  ordinary  in  behavior.  In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  department  personnel 
for  their  contribution  and  fine  job  they  have  all  been  doing.  Along  with  all  MA.  State, 
County,  and  Town  departments,  the  Chief  Justice,  Clerk  Magistrate,  District  Attorney  and 
assistant*  of  the  First  District  Bristol  County,  along  with  our  local  merchants  and  citizens 
for  their  unselfish  assistance  and  support  to  our  Towns  endeavors.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
YEAR-ENDING  DECEMBER  31, 1994 

The  past  year  saw  much  change  both  in  the  employee  makeup  and  business  needs  of 
the  Town. 

Many  top  officials  in  Town,  as  well  as  many  long-time  employees  retired  in  1994, 
making  way  for  new  employees  with  new  ideas  but  also  causing  more  openness  as  ideas 
were  discussed  in  an  effort  to  lead  all  departments  in  the  right  direction.  In  particular  the 
Board  wishes  to  thank  Karl  Spratt,  Joseph  White,  Frank  Rogers,  and  Armand  Gagne  for 
their  many  years  of  service  to  the  community.  Furthermore,  we  would  like  to  wish  the  best 
to  their  successors  as  they  take  over  the  reins  of  their  respective  departments. 

Of  course,  money  has  been  the  biggest  problem.  Losing  businesses,  such  as  ICI  Ameri¬ 
cas,  Inc.,  a  longtime  resident  of  Dighton,  has  made  financial  concerns  even  more  prominent 
in  the  daily  operations  of  the  Town.  In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  impact  of  the  loss  of  that  tax 
base  upon  the  residential  taxpayer  the  Town  applied  with  the  City  of  Taunton  and  the  Towns 
of  Norton  and  Berkley,  and  received,  an  Economic  Target  Area  Grant  which  can  be  imple¬ 
mented  to  attract  new  businesses  into  the  community.  Also,  the  Industrial  Development 
Committee  was  reformed  to  work  on  a  Community  Action  Statement  and  Master  Plan. 
When  those  documents  are  completed  the  Town  will  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a  broad  array 
of  grants  for  which  we  currently  are  ineligible.  Hopefully,  those  funding  sources  will  allow 
us  to  meet  needs  which  cannot  be  met  under  our  basic  budget. 

In  the  next  few  years  we  are  faced  with  closing  the  landfill.  The  cost,  although  un¬ 
known  exactly,  will  be  great.  This  pending  expense  has  resulted  in  many  landfill  changes, 
including  curbside  recycling  (the  result  of  another  grant  award),  every  other  week  trash 
collection,  and  the  signing  of  a  contract  with  SEMASS  to  commence  July  1,1995. 

We  also  received  a  grant  to  provide  for  employee  training  in  the  area  of  hazardous 
waste.  This  training  is  expected  to  begin  in  the  Spring  of  1995. 

Also,  the  Board  has  been  working  on  a  possible  lease  of  certain  buildings  at  ICI,  hop¬ 
ing  to  improve  some  of  our  workspaces  and  perhaps  free  up  some  property  which  could  be 
sold  as  a  source  of  income. 

The  Board  continues  to  seek  out  alternative  sources  of  funding  to  prevent  a  town-wide 
tax  increase.  The  options  include  attracting  more  commercial  taxpayers,  locating  and  re¬ 
ceiving  grants,  setting  fees  for  certain  high  cost  services  and  improving  town  operations  to 
make  all  offices  more  productive  and  efficient. 

Finally,  of  course,  a  great  source  of  ideas  and  savings  is  town  volunteers.  Many  new 
residents  have  come  forward  in  the  past  year  to  volunteer  their  time  in  service  to  the  Town. 
Their  past  and  continuing  involvement,  as  well  as  the  involvement  of  longtime  volunteers, 
is  what  keeps  the  Town  strong  and  healthy.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  S.R.P.E.D.D. 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  continued 
to  serve  the  Town  of  Dighton  during  1994.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run 
regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Dighton  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commis¬ 
sion  by  Allan  Campbell  and  Thomas  Andrews.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group 
representatives  were  Richard  Simmons  and  Paul  Demoura. 

Some  of  SRPEDD’s  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1994  were: 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP) 
and  overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities 
and  made  cities  and  towns  eligible  for  federal  and  state  grants  for  transportation  and 
economic  development  projects.  The  TIP  sets  priorities  for  $315  million  in  federal  and 
state  dollars  for  regional  transportation  projects  over  the  next  3  years. 

•  SRPEDD  developed  the  “Massasoit  Compact”,  a  collaborative  economic  strategy  for 
the  region.  Over  50  organizations  and  individuals  have  signed  the  compact,  pledging 
to  do  their  share  to  revitalize  the  region’s  economy.. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects  in  the 
region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we  re¬ 
viewed  55  such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply,  sewage 
disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues.  Nineteen  (19)  applications 
for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and 
efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  computer 
file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD  continues  to 
provide  computerized  accident  filing  for  9  towns  and  has  provided  pavement  manage 
ment  assistance  to  13  towns. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations, 
marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and  overall  data  compilation 
and  analysis. 

•  Assistance  to  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation,  which 
makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1994  SEED  approved  loans  to  80 
small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $7.2  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create  484 
new  jobs. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  to  operate  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  providing 
information  to  businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals. 

•  SRPEDD  provided  assistance  to  businesses  on  toxic  materials  use  reduction.  Staff 
worked  with  the  Southeast  Industrial  Advisory  Committee  to  hold  meetings  and  work 
shops  for  businesses  located  throughout  southeastern  Massachusetts. 
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•  SRPEDD  organized  and  co-sponsored  the  fifth  annual  Earth  Lab  Environmental  Con 
ference.  The  conference  was  held  at  Bridgewater  State  College  for  science  teachers 
throughout  the  region. 

•  With  the  traditional  fishing  industry  in  crisis,  SRPEDD  embarked  on  a  program  to 
develop  aquaculture  businesses  in  the  region.  Coastal  and  inland  aquaculture  have 
tremendous  potential  in  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

•  SRPEDD  conducted  training  and  workshops  for  local  officials  on  economic  develop 
ment,  downtown  revitalization,  planning  laws  and  community  action  statements. 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Dighton  in  the  following  areas: 

•  Preliminary  design  of  Taunton  River  bike  path 

•  Economic  Target  Area  application  (Taunton) 

•  Water  supply  protection  program  with  Somerset

GENERAL  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  3 1 . 
Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  lease  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  3 1 . 

Birth  Certificate 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  birth  certificate. 
Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of 
immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and 
polio  or  a  statement  from  his/her  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Children 
entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  also  required  to  have  a  physical  examination. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 
Kindergarten,  Elementary,  Middle  School,  and  High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be  school  in  the  District 
unless  unforseen  emergencies  make  is  necessary  to  close.  In  the  event  of  closing,  the 
information  the  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WARA  (1320),  Attleboro;  WPEP 
(1570),  Taunton;  WSNE  (93.3),  WPRO  (630),  WJAR  (TV  10),  Providence;  WSAR  (1480), 
Fall  River;  Dighton  Cable  (TV  13);  and,  Rehoboth  Cable  (TV  51). 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils  residing  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many 
pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of 
those  living  less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children 
living  at  a  greater  distance.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  report  covers  the 
events  and  activities  that  occurred  during  the  1994  calendar  year.  It  specifically  describes 
the  progress  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  is  making  in  achieving  long¬ 
term  improvements  in  the  quality  of  education,  the  continued  impact  of  the  Education  Reform 
Act  of  1993,  and  the  results  of  collective  bargaining  with  the  cafeteria  and  custodial  unions. 

The  most  significant  accomplishment  during  1994  was  the  completion  of  a  strategic 
plan  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  the  district.  The  school  committee  approved  the 
plan  in  June  of  1994.  The  approval  followed  six  months  of  intensive  study  and  discussion 
by  representatives  of  the  community,  staff,  and  administration.  This  comprehensive  plan 
includes  the  following:  beliefs  about  how  people  want  to  work  and  learn  together  in  the 
district,  the  vision  and  mission  of  the  school  district,  and  the  goals  for  students,  staff  and 
administration,  and  community.  The  plan  also  clearly  articulates  specific  action  plans  for 
each  of  the  next  four  years  to  achieve  the  goals  and  mission  of  the  district.  Residents  in 
Dighton  and  Rehoboth  received  a  copy  of  the  plan  in  September. 

The  action  plan  for  the  1994-95  school  year  reflects  the  district’s  continued  commitment 
to  improving  curriculum  and  instruction,  staff  supervision  and  evaluation,  and  school 
facilities.  The  action  plans  also  emphasize  enhancing  communication  with  parents, 
increasing  parent  involvement  in  the  schools,  and  improving  interpersonal  and  team 
building  at  the  school  level.  Other  sections  of  this  report  will  highlight  specific 
accomplishments  and  activities  concerning  curriculum,  school  facilities,  professional 
development,  and  special  education. 

The  school  committee  completed  negotiations  with  the  custodial  and  cafeteria  workers’ 
unions.  Both  contracts  extend  for  three  years  with  a  wage  re-opener  clause  for  the  third 
year  of  each  contract.  There  is  no  increase  in  the  first  year  of  the  contract  with  the  cafeteria 
workers  and  a  2%  increase  in  the  second  year.  The  major  change  in  the  custodial  contract 
was  the  elimination  of  the  longevity  provisions  in  the  previous  contract  and  salary  increases 
of  0%  in  the  first  year  and  2.5%  in  the  second  year. 

While  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  scarcely  increased  the  level  of  state  aid  for 
education,  continued  local  support  of  the  school  committee  budget  maintained  the  existing 
level  of  services  and  programs,  with  modest  increases  in  school  maintenance  projects. 

Additional  local  revenues  were  needed,  particularly  in  Dighton,  to  reinstate  the  level  of 
instructional  programs  and  services  at  Dighton  Middle  School  that  existed  before  the  fire. 
Despite  this  local  support  and  state  aid,  the  district’s  per  pupil  expenditure  is  still  slightly 
below  the  state  average. 

Other  aspects  of  the  reform  act  are  and  will  continue  to  affect  the  school  district.  Most 
notably  are  provisions  for  providing  no-cost  options  to  educators  for  recertification, 
development  of  a  statewide  common  core  of  learning  in  specific  curriculum  areas,  and 
requirements  for  time  on  learning.  These  changes  will  have  a  significant  impact  on 
subsequent  school  budgets.  Also,  school  councils  in  each  school  completed  one  year  of 
service.  The  school  committee  approved  the  school  improvement  plans  submitted  by  each 
school  council. 
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CURRICULUM 

Three  curriculum  task  forces  completed  major  projects  during  the  1993-94  school  year. 
Curriculum  task  forces  composed  of  teachers,  parents,  and  administrators,  reviewed  and 
proposed  revisions  in  the  K-12  music  curriculum  and  foreign  language  curriculum.  A 
special  study  committee  also  proposed  a  plan  to  consider  alternate  methods  of  assessing 
student  achievement  and  reporting  student  progress. 

In  September  1994,  the  school  district  began  the  last  year  of  its  five-year  curriculum 
renewal  plan.  Two  curriculum  task  forces  began  reviewing  and  considering  revisions  in  the 
K-12  mathematics  and  science  curricula.  Recently  adopted  statewide  curriculum  frameworks 
in  mathematics  and  science  will  guide  these  two  task  forces  during  their  deliberations. 
Both  committees  will  also  investigate  opportunities  for  more  interdisciplinary  opportunities 
between  mathematics  and  science.  A  planning  committee  began  discussing  strategies  to 
improve  the  high  school  vocational  education  program.  The  school  committee  will 
receive  a  copy  of  these  reports  in  June  of  1995. 

Other  curriculum  initiatives  included  a  pilot  character  education  program  at  the  high 
school  and  the  development  of  building  level  educational  technology  plans  based  on  the 
district’s  strategic  educational  technology  plan. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

An  architectural  firm  completed  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  building  conditions  and 
educational  adequacy  of  school  facilities  in  Rehoboth.  The  study  provided  data  needed  to 
evaluate  options  to  upgrade  Rehoboth’s  school  building  facilities.  The  report  identified 
deficiencies  in  the  physical  plants,  modifications  to  current  facilities  required  by  increases 
in  enrollment  and  other  adequacy  issues.  The  consultants  made  several  important  recom¬ 
mendations.  First,  that  the  Anawan  School  should  be  retired.  Restoration  to  meet  current 
building  codes  and  educational  standards  would  exceed  all  norms  of  dollar  cost  and  effec¬ 
tiveness.  Second,  that  additions  be  made  to  the  Palmer  River  School  to  accommodate  kin¬ 
dergarten  and  grade  one  classrooms.  Third  additions  and  renovations  to  the  Palmer  River 
School  be  completed  to  eliminate  current  the  educational  inadequacies  and  problems  with 
the  physical  plant.  Finally,  the  report  recommends  major  energy  conservation  work  at  the 
D.  L.  Beckwith  Middle  School,  including  the  replacement  of  the  electric  heating  system 
with  a  fossil  fuel  system.  Also  seven  additional  classrooms  are  needed  to  accommodate 
current  special  education  requirements  and  future  student  enrollment. 

After  reviewing  and  discussing  the  report  the  school  committee  authorized  the  formation 
of  a  Designer  Selection  Committee.  This  committee  will  recommend  an  architectural  firm 
to  develop  preliminary  plans  and  schematic  designs  to  correct  the  deficiencies  identified  in 
the  school  building  feasibility  study. 

The  school  district  also  completed  several  building  improvement  projects.  These 
included  the  installation  of  a  computer  learning  area  network  at  the  high  school  and  D.  L. 
Beckwith  Middle  School.  At  the  high  school,  half  the  student  lockers  were  replaced,  half 
the  asbestos  floor  tiles  in  the  hallways  were  replaced,  and  half  the  hallway  walls  and  ceilings 
were  painted.  The  other  half  of  the  project  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  the  summer  of 
1996.  Other  major  projects  included  carpeting  and  repainting  of  the  library/media  center  at 
the  D.  L.  Beckwith  Middle  School,  and  the  refinishing  of  the  gym  floor  and  carpeting  of  six 
classrooms  at  the  Palmer  River  School. 
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PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

During  several  early  release  days  and  one  full  day  of  in-service  training,  the  district 
offered  many  workshops  to  its  professional  employees.  The  major  themes  of  these  workshops 
included  process  writing  skills,  inclusion,  cooperative  learning,  and  technology  in  the 
classroom.  Teachers  also  participated  in  other  conferences  and  workshops,  visited  model 
programs  in  other  districts,  developed  curriculum  material,  or  worked  in  grade  level  teams 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  nearly  fifty  percent  of  the  teachers  enrolled  in  graduate 
level  courses  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  district  formed  a  professional  development  alliance  with  the  Research  for  Better 
Teaching  (RBT),  a  professional  development  organization  whose  primary  goal  is  to 
improve  teaching  effectiveness.  Twenty-five  teachers  enrolled  in  a  course  on  understanding 
the  teaching  process.  Administrators  and  high  school  department  chairpersons  completed  a 
follow-up  program  sponsored  by  RBT  on  improving  their  skills  as  instructional  supervisors. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Providing  appropriate  services  for  students  with  special  education  needs  is  a  major 
priority  for  the  district.  Each  school  in  the  district  continued  efforts  toward  meeting  the 
needs  of  special  education  students  within  an  inclusionary  environment.  Inclusion  provides 
opportunities  for  students  to  be  taught  in  the  regular  classroom.  Our  district  adopted  a  co¬ 
teaching  model  of  inclusion  in  which  regular  and  special  education  teachers  work  in  the 
same  classroom.  In  this  model,  special  education  services  are  provided  without  having  to 
pull  students  out  of  the  classroom  into  a  resource  room.  An  evaluation  of  the  program 
indicated  good  success  and  another  evaluation  of  the  program  will  take  place  before  the 
end  of  the  1994-95  school  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  20th  annual  report  as  the  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Anawan/ 
Palmer  River  School  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 1994. 


PERSONNEL 

Several  people  have  joined  the  staff  of  Anawan/Palmer  River  school  this  year.  With 
the  Pint  of  Peanuts  Preschool  program  now  housed  at  Anawan/Palmer  River,  Mrs.  Erika 
Augustyn  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Luanne  La  Porte  assistant  have  joined  to  the  staff.  Mrs.  Louise 
Lydon,  a  veteran  private  school  educator  has  joined  the  staff  as  the  enrichment  teacher. 
Mrs.  Sharon  Ledo  is  now  a  grade  one  teacher  replacing  Mrs.  Patricia  Bergeron  who  is  on 
maternity  leave.  Mrs.  Paula  Fernandes  has  assumed  the  new  role  of  special  education 
teacher  at  Anawan  School.  Mrs.  Cathy  Silvia  and  Mrs.  Jackie  Ulmschneider  have  filled  the 
instructional  aide  positions  in  the  Anawan  kindergarten.  Mrs.  Lydia  Carswell  has  joined 
the  Anawan/Palmer  River  staff  as  library  media  educational  facilitator.  Assisting  Mrs. 
Carswell  in  the  library  is  Mrs.  Jean  Morgan.  Mrs.  Susan  Rowse  has  joined  the  office  staff 
at  Palmer  River. 

CURRICULUM 

The  major  focus  of  the  staff  of  Anawan/Palmer  River  this  year  has  been  to  enhance  the 
successful  inclusionary  and  self-contained  classroom  models.  This  focus  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  through  numerous  in  service  workshops,  discussions  with  consultants  from  Simmons 
and  Lesley  Colleges,  summer  problem  solving  workshops  and  staff  determined  workshops 
and  conferences.  The  inclusionary  and  self-contained  classroom  models  follow  the  focus 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  direction  toward  full  mainstreaming  and 
the  elimination  of  tracking. 

The  inclusionary  classroom  staff  deals  with  all  concerns  as  a  team  with  assistance  from 
the  special  education  coordinator,  special  education  support  staff  and  the  administration. 
Built  into  a  weekly  schedule  is  a  portion  of  consulting  time  to  discuss  problems  and  seek 
solutions  with  as  much  information  as  possible. 

The  self-contained  classroom  model  is  enhanced  this  school  year  with  the  addition  of 
our  first  full  time  enrichment  teacher.  Mrs.  Lydon  is  bringing  to  each  classroom  a  variety  of 
experiences  that  challenge  all  levels  of  abilities.  Her  work  with  selected  children  expands 
the  basic  curriculum  for  the  more  able  students.  While  her  primary  role  is  student  oriented, 
Mrs.  Lydon’s  work  in  the  classroom  is  also  a  team  teaching  effort  thus  exposing 
teachers  to  a  wider  variety  of  potential  approaches  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  more  able 
students. 

Continuing  the  district-wide  curriculum  renewal  process,  most  of  the  language  arts, 
music  and  art  task  forces  recommendations  are  in  place. 


STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENT 

The  results  of  the  California  Achievement  Test  suggest  that  Anawan/Palmer  River 
second  graders  score  above  the  national  average  in  all  academic  areas.  The  recent  results  of 
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the  Massachusetts  Assessment  of  Educational  Progress  are  not  satisfactory  to  the  staff.  The 
grade  four  results  suggest  some  areas  below  the  state  average.  The  staff  is  examining  the 
results  ~and  beginning  to  offer  suggestions  for  future  work  in  some  areas.  This  will  be  an 
ongoing  self-examination  with  clearly  defined  means  of  improving  future  results. 

TEACHER  ACHIEVEMENT 

Teachers  at  Anawan/Palmer  River  School  continue  to  be  aware  of  the  need  for  profes¬ 
sional  renewal.  There  are  members  who  are  activity  involved  in  Master’s  programs  also 
two  members  who  will  complete  their  internships  for  Masters  degree’s  this  school  year. 
The  investigation  of  new  methods  and  means  to  give  maximum  help  to  all  students  is  a 
driving  force  of  staff  renewal  and  professional  development. 

Anawan/Palmer  River  parental  support  continues  to  benefit  all  students.  The  active 
PTS  A,  Enrichment  Program  and  the  Rehoboth  School  Volunteer  Programs  continue  to  play 
key  roles  in  the  success  of  this  school.  The  members  of  these  organizations  also  the  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  exceptional  Anawan/Palmer  River  School  Council  continue  to  offer  parental 
perspective  into  the  difficult  task  of  educating  our  youth.  Active  participation  in  these 
organizations  furthers  parental  understanding  of  the  education  processes  at  Anawan/Palmer 
River  School.

CURRICULUM  AND  OTHER  PROGRAMS 

A  new  language  arts  curriculum,  written  during  the  1992-93  school  year,  was  imple¬ 
mented  this  school  year. 

A  technology  plan  was  developed  this  fall,  building  on  the  work  of  the  technology  task 
force  that  developed  a  district  plan  during  the  1993-94  school  year.  The  school  building  is 
being  wired  for  a  network  which  is  nearing  completion  as  this  is  being  written. 

Curriculum  task  forces  at  work  during  this  year  include  science,  mathematics,  and 
assessment.  Portfolio  assessment  of  writing  is  -being  piloted  on  a  limited  basis  this  year. 

A  varied  and  well-attended  after-school  activities  program  continues  to  be  offered  to 
students.  Activities  are  offered  in  sports,  art,  crafts,  board  games,  baby  sitting,  as  well  as  in 
many  other  areas.  Expanded  offerings  include  an  intramural  basketball  program  and  drama. 

Interscholastic  sports  programs  are  offered  in  basketball  (boys  and  girls),  baseball  (boys), 
and  softball  (girls). 

The  Student  Council  continues  to  be  an  active  and  positive  part  of  the  school  that 
works  not  only  within  the  school,  but  reaches  out  to  the  community  as  well.  The  council 
collected  nearly  four  thousand  items  of  food  for  distribution  to  the  needy  during  the  holi¬ 
days  and  throughout  the  year. 

The  Peer  Leaders  continue  to  be  an  active  group  and  strong  voice  in  helping  students 
say  “no”  to  the  dangers  of  drugs  and  alcohol. 

The  Beckwith  School  Council  which  has  parent,  teacher,  and  community  representa¬ 
tives,  developed  a  school  improvement  plan  which  includes  goals  on  grouping,  bus  safety, 
peer  mediation,  intramural/  after  school  activities,  and  outreach  to  parents  new  to  town. 

STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENTS 

Many  Beckwith  students  distinguished  themselves  in  academics,  extracurricular  ac¬ 
tivities,  and  activities  outside  of  school. 

The  Spelling  and  Mathematics  Teams  continued  their  fine  records  of  achievement  in 
the  Massasoit  League  competitions.  Our  athletic  teams  were  competitive  and  hard-work¬ 
ing. 


Many  of  our  students,  with  encouragement  and  guidance  from  their  language  arts  teach¬ 
ers,  entered  writing  contests  sponsored  by  newspapers  and  publications,  and  did  very  well. 
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Good  Citizenship  Awards,  presented  to  two  eighth  graders  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year,  were  received  by  Jessalyn  Sadler  and  Matthew  Earle. 


The  California  Achievement  Tests  were  administered  to  grades  five  and  seven  in  math¬ 
ematics.  CAT’s  were  not  given  in  reading  because  the  new  reading  program  has  a  compre¬ 
hensive  end-of-year  test  that  is  administered  to  all  students.  The  results  were:

TEACHER  ACHIEVEMENTS 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  Beckwith  continue  to  work  hard  and  to  provide  fine  instruction 
for  our  students.

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SCHOOL  COMMUNITY  RELATIONS 

An  active  and  caring  parents’  organization  serves  the  students  of  Rehoboth  in  grades 
K-8.  At  the  middle  school,  the  PTSA  provides  enrichment  programs  for  all  grade  levels.  In¬ 
school  programs  as  well  as  field  trips  are  included  in  the  offerings.  Many  of  our  most 
important  enrichment  programs  are  the  result  of  the  hard  work  and  financial  support  of  the 
PTSA. 

Our  students  and  staff  recognize  and  appreciate  the  many  wonderful  programs  as  well 
as  assistance  provided  through  the  PTSA. 

Parent  and  community  volunteers  make  possible  the  Great  Books  program  offered 
each  year.  All  volunteers  are  trained  to  teach  Great  Books  and  contribute  their  time  work¬ 
ing  with  teachers  in  classrooms.  The  PTSA  funded  the  training.  Volunteers  are  working 
with  Mrs.  Scanlon  in  the  library  to  update  the  collection.  Parents  have  volunteered  in  class¬ 
rooms  and  are  worked  with  sixth  graders  on  their  holiday  performance  for  grandparents 
and  senior  citizens. 

The  Lion’s  Club  contributes  money  and  materials  to  help  support  the  QUEST  drug  and 
alcohol  program. 

The  Rehoboth  Police  and  Fire  Departments  work  closely  with  the  school  in  providing 
fire  and  bus  safety  programs  as  well  as  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.  Our 
fifth  graders  are  being  taught  the  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  (DARE)  program  by 
Rehoboth  policeman  and  school  safety  officer,  Steve  Martin.  This  program  was  begun  in 
the  1993-94  school  year  and  continues  this  year. 

We  truly  appreciate  the  help  and  support  we  receive  from  community  organizations 
and  individuals.  Our  students  benefit  greatly  from  their  involvement. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS 

The  Beckwith  School  has  been  fortunate  to  enjoy  community  support  for  its  programs 
through  the  budgets  passed  at  town  meeting.  We  hope  to  continue  to  receive  your  support 
for  quality  education  for  our  students.  We  appreciate  your  recognition  of  the  importance  of 
education.

The  school  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  teacher  David  Sullivan  on  December 
3, 1994.  Mr.  Sullivan  worked  in  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  School  District  for  nineteen  years, 
the  last  five  years  at  Beckwith  where  he  transferred  from  Dighton  Middle  School.  He  will 
be  missed  by  students  and  staff  and  remembered  as  a  friend  and  colleague  by  the  Beckwith 
community.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  PRINCIPAL 
of  the  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 


As  principal  of  the  high  school,  I  hereby  submit  my  23rd  annual  report  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31, 1994.  On  October  1  there  were  804  students  enrolled:  282  from 
Dighton,  518  from  Rehoboth,  and  4  from  other  districts.  This  represents  an  increase  of  38 
students  over  last  year;  projections  for  95-96  show  another  increase  of  44  and  an  additional 
60  on  top  of  that  in  96-97  bringing  us  to  908! 

CLASS  OF  1994 

This  senior  class  had  182  students:  173  of  whom  graduated;  1  did  not  meet  gradu¬ 
ation  requirements;  and  6  withdrew  during  the  school  year.  Dighton  had  65  students, 
Rehoboth  117,  2  were  deceased,  and  there  were  4  from  other  districts.  Of  the  173  gradu¬ 
ates:  128  went  on  to  further  their  education  (74%);  41  went  to  work  (24%);  and  4  went  into 
the  service  (2%). 

Senior  Class  Achievements: 

Rebekah  Doyle  was  named  the  Robert  T.  Roy  Medal  winner  as  the  Outstanding  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Senior  Class. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to  44  seniors  and  5  mem¬ 
bers  received  awards  and  certificates  for  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  of  their  4  years  of  high 
school. 

A  total  of  133  seniors  took  the  College  Board  SAT’s.  The  mean  verbal  score  was  423 
and  the  mean  math  score  was  480;  the  verbal  mean  for  Mass,  was  426  and  the  national  423; 
the  math  mean  for  Mass,  was  475  and  the  national  479. 

Scholarships: 

Adrienne  O’Connell  received  the  1 1th  Annual  Mustard  Seed  Scholarship  of  $8,000  for 
each  of  4  years  at  college  for  a  total  of  $32,000. 

The  Citizens’  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  83  scholarships  to  members  of  this 
class  who  are  attending  schools  of  higher  learning.  They  also  awarded  grants  to  2  students 
who  graduated  from  the  Vocational  School.  Total  awards  amounted  to  more  than  $40,000. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

There  were  four  teacher  personnel  changes  made  for  the  1994-95  school  year.  The 
Foreign  Language  Department  had  three  and  Home  Economics  one. 

Mrs.  Dawn  Skitt,  from  Attleboro,  replaced  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Casserly  in  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics.  Mrs.  Casserly  accepted  a  full-time  position  in  the  Dartmouth  School  System. 

In  Foreign  Language  Ms.  Holly  Schweitzer,  a  French/Latin  teacher  from  Simmons 
College,  replaced  Mrs.  Patricia  Jacquart  who  left  to  take  a  position  as  Department  Head  in 
the  Scituate,  Mass,  schools.  Mr.  Victor  Augusto,  Department  Head  at  Coyle-Cassidy,  re¬ 
placed  Mrs.  Theresa  Medeiros  as  a  teacher  of  Portuguese.  Mrs.  Maria  de  Aguiar  was  hired 
as  a  part-time  instructor  of  Portuguese.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  increase  in  the  enroll¬ 
ment  for  Portuguese. 
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BUILDING  RENOVATIONS 

After  33  years  renovations  of  the  original  school  plant  were  completed  in  the  corridors 
of  the  classrooms  numbered  in  the  300’s  (the  old  C  wing).  A  fresh  coat  of  paint  was  applied 
to  the  ceiling  and  walls,  523  new  individual  lockers  replaced  the  old  2-person  lockers,  and 
new  tile  on  all  floors  in  this  area.  After  completion  this  area  looks  brand  new.  The  remain¬ 
der  of  the  old  school  will  receive  the  same  facelift  during  the  summer  of  1995.  In  addition 
the  entire  facade  of  the  auditorium  is  scheduled  for  remodeling  during  the  94-95  school 
year. 

CURRICULUM  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Media  Center  continues  to  update  its  equipment  to  meet  the  technological  de¬ 
mands  of  the  21  st  Century.  Through  grant  funding  2  multi-media  computers  were  added  to 
its  inventory.  This  equipment  will  be  made  available  to  teachers  for  use  in  their  classrooms. 
The  proliferation  of  materials  available  in  the  CD  Rom  format  made  this  a  necessity. 

A  full-time  teacher  aide  was  added  to  the  computer  writing  lab  located  in  the  English 
Department.  Ms.  Jennifer  Turner,  a  D-R  graduate,  was  hired  to  fill  this  position.  Her  pres¬ 
ence  affords  teachers  to  work  with  students  individually  while  software/hardware  problems 
and  questions  are  handled  by  Ms.  Turner.  It  also  allows  students  the  opportunity  to  work  in 
the  lab  during  their  study  periods  and  after  school. 

Four  major  subject  areas  are  currently  involved  in  curriculum  revision:  the  Vocational 
School,  Math,  Science,  and  Business  Education.  When  their  work  is  completed  in  May 
they  will  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Regional  Administrators’  Curriculum  Council 
and  then  to  the  School  Committee. 

Work  has  recently  been  completed  for  networking  the  entire  school.  Leads  have  been 
dropped  into  all  offices  and  classrooms.  The  next  step  will  be  to  install  computers  in  all 
classrooms  so  that  computers  can  be  used  to  send  and  receive  messages,  retrieve  informa¬ 
tion,  and  eventually  connect  to  the  Internet. 

CONCLUSION 

The  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  continues  to  be  the  catalyst  for  change, consternation, 
and  hope  in  public  education.  Already  we  have  begun  to  write  a  report  for  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Education  as  to  how  we  will  eliminate  general 
courses  and  enhance  curriculum  and  instructional  practices. 

The  next  major  impact  will  be  that  of  restructuring  the  school  day  to  comply  with  the 
mandated  Common  Core  of  Learning  and  departmental  regulations  related  to  time  and 
learning  that  will  require  a  minimum  of  990  hours  of  directed  learning  in  all  core  subjects. 
This  will  necessitate  a  change  in  the  school  day  beginning  with  the  1995-96  school  year. 
Our  plan  is  due  to  the  Department  of  Education  by  June  1995. 

All  of  these  changes  while  somewhat  overwhelming  given  the  short  time  constraints 
provide  all  of  us  in  education  with  a  real  challenge.  We  are  confident  we  will  meet  the 
challenge  with  the  same  determination  and  dedication  as  we  have  in  the  past.
